Four thousand medical and health workers from Northwest China, including 
professors and students from the Nerthwest Medical College, have volunteered 
for epidemic preveation work, WANG Wen~i (3769/2429/5030), a bacteriology 
professor, and 125 students of the Langchow College of Medicine have 
requested te go to plague areas to do epidemic prevention work. Four teams 
of volunteers from Southwest China have gone to Korea. These teams include 
CHANG Wen-man (1728/2429/3341), deputy director of the West Szechuan 
Contagious Disease Hospital, and CHOU Hsu-te (0719/4872/1795), dean of the 
bacteriology department of the West China Dniversity. 
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
